ſelf here referred to. The Apoſtle ſpeaks to the 
Theſſalonians as having hope, and therefore calls 
upon them when deprived by death of their be- 
loved friends, not to ſorrow as thoſe that have | 
no hope. Not to ſorrow in the ſame un- 
reaſonable manner, nor to the ſame exceſſive 
degree. And indeed, what can be better calcu-

I would not, have. 8 to * 9 brethren, 
Fo the Apoltte, concerning them which are, aſleep. 
And again, v. 14. Even ſo them alſo, which flcep 
in Jeſus, and as though, he had ſaid, are preſent 
with him in heaven in their diſembodied ſtate,

will God bring with him. And v. 15. We which 
are alive, all not prevent them which are aſleep., 
The ſeriptural repreſentation of death is that of 
a ſleep; and perhaps nothing can give us a live- 1 
lier or juſter idea of it. When we arc aſleep, our 
bodies are at reſt, but our minds our fouls are 
oltentimes more alive and afttive, than ever. We 
dream in fleep, and our dreams are generally 
either highly. pleaſing. and agreeable, or peculi - 
arly diſmal and horrible. Now what can more 
| aptly repreſent the ſtate of the dead? Their bo- 
dies are at reſt in the grave. They know. no 
more. of t toil, and labor, and fatigne, . but are. 
aſleep, in a ſtate of reſt and eaſe. But their 
minds, their ever active ſouls, which. they. that. 
even kill the body cannot by any means deſtroy, 
theſe are ſill employed either in the contempla- 
tion and enjoyment of divine and heavenly ob- 
jetts, or. the dread reverſe.

They reſt from their 
labors.” Their trials are all at an end. No 
more ſhall they complain of a diſordered body, 5 
or a wounded mind.

Ho nobly does our great Apoſtle reaſon upon this, 


 ſubjeQ,. in the fifteenth chapter of his firlt epiſtle 
ta the Corinthians! If, Chriſt be preached that 
ux roſe from the dead, how. ſay ſome among you 
that there is no reſurrettion of the dead ? But if, 


there be no reſurreQion of the dead, then is Chriſt: 


not riſen. And i if Chriſt he not riſen, then is our 
preaching. vain, and your faith is alſo vain, ye, 
are yet in your fins. Then they allo which are 
fallen aſleep in Chriſt, in a. believing dependence 

upon him as a riſen Savior, are periſhed. But 
bs this the caſe 7 No; but now is Chriſt rice 


from the dead, we are confident of i it, and be- 


come the firſt fruits of them that ſlept.

So alſo is the reſurrettion of the dead. It is 
ſown in corruption, it is raiſed in incorruption; 
it is ſown in diſhonor, it is raiſed in glory; it/is 
ſown in weakneſs, it is raiſed in power; it is 
ſown a natural body, it is raiſed a ſpiritual body, 
fnted for che purpoſes of chat ſpiritual ſtate 
upon which it ſhall then enter. Behold, adds 


the Apoſtle verſe 31. and following behold I 


ſhew you a myſtery ; we ſhall not all ſleep, (ſome
